Then, 
in the seventeénth verse: “And I 
gave my heart to know wisdom, 
and to know madness and folly:

to 11, we find the same remark- 
able expressions, concluding in 
verse 11 with the words, “Then I 
looked on all the works that my 
hands had wrought, and on the 
labour that I had laboured to do: 
and, behold, all was vanity and 
vexation of spirit, and there was 
no profit under the sun.” 

Then, if you turn to the eleventh 
chapter and the ninth verse, you 
read, “Rejoice, O young man, in 
thy youth; and let thy heart cheer 
thee in the days of thy youth, 
and walk in the ways of thine 
heart, and in the sight of thine 
eyes: but know thou, that for all 
these things God will bring thee 
into judgment.” 

If ever there was a man who 
had tried to find the best in the 
world it was the man who wrote 
this book. And I wish all young 
men who have found sin alluring 
for a season, and all women who 
have found questionable pleasure 
fascinating for a time, would listen 
to this man who reaches the con- 
clusion of the whole matter when 
-he says, ‘Behold, all is vanity and

were completed there would be 
#0 more need for miracles, 

o. It is said that the miracles of 
ealing particularly, that Jesus 
performed, were done only to 
prove His Messiahship, to prove 
His deity. But that is not the 
qnotive the Scripture mentions for 
His work. Acts 10: 38 tells us 
Jesus “went about doing good, 
ficaling all that were oppressed 
of the devil.” He did not go about 
“proving His deity,” but went a- 
bout doing good. And Mark 2:5 
tells us that Jesus healed a man 
sick of the palsy “when Jesus saw 
ther” faith!” Why, that is the 


‘me reason He has promised to’ 


‘answer prayers for anything! 
(Mark'11: 24; Matt 21: 22). Then 
Jesus healed that man for the 
Same reason that He always an- 
géwers prayer, the reason of faith. 
And when Jesus healed the son 
of the widow of Nain, the reason 
ts given, “And when the Lord 
saw her, he had compassion on 
ther, and said unto her, Weep not. 
And he came and touched the bier: 
and they that bare him _ stood 
still. And he said, Young man, I 
sav unto. thee; Arise. And he 
that was dead sat up and began 
to speak. And he delivered him 
to his mother” (Luke 7:13-15). 
We do not need to look further 
when the Bible tells us Jesus’ mo- 
tive. He had compassion on the 
mother and raised her son! But 
the Lord Jesus still has compas- 
sion on people in trouble! Luke 
14: 1-5 tells how Jesus healed a 


aman with the dropsy on the sab- 


bath day and explained that He 


did it from the same motives as 
they would take an ox or an ass 
fallen into a pit and pull him out 
even if it were on the sabbath 
day. The motive was compassion! 

Indeed the Saviour did not do 
His miracles to prove His deity. 
When Jesus healed two blind men, 
He “straightly charged them, 
saying, See that no man know 
it”! (Matt. 9: 30). Again He 
charged his disciples 
Should tell no man that he was 
Jesus the Christ” (Matt. 16: 20). 
To the mount of transfiguration 
He took only three disciples and 
warned them not to tell of the 
miracle there (Matt. 17: 9). When 
He healed the daughter of 
Jairus “he suffered no man to 
go in, save Peter, and James, and 
John, and the father and mother 
of the maiden,” and then “he 
charged them that they should 
tell no man what was done” (Luke 
8: 51-56). 

It is generally believed that 
miracles came only in rare and 
isolated cases, and in some sense 
that was true. But certain kinds 
of miracles continued throughout 
the Bible times almost without 
interruption, we believe. 

For example, prophecy, that is 
receiving divine revelations con- 
cerning the future, or at leasi 
divine revelations of knowledge 
not otherwise to be known, was 
prevalent throughout Bible times. 

Abel doubtless had divine rev- 
elations about the coming Sav- 
iour and knew the meaning of a 
bloody sacrifice. Enoch was a 
prophet concerning even the se- 
cond coming of Christ (Jude, vers- 
es 14, 15). Noah-was plainly a 
prophet of God in foretelling the 


future of his descendants (Gen. 


9: 24-27). God told Abimelech 
that Abraham was a_ prophet 
(Gen. 20: 7). Isaac in blessing 
Jacob and Esau proved that he had 
the gift of prophecy (Gen. 27: 
26-40). Doubtless even Laban and 
Bethuel and their family had 


this gift of prophecy, too, as we 


see from Genesis 24: 60. Jacob 
and Joseph likewise had this same 
gift (Gen. 48:15-22; Gen. 49:1-29; 
Gen. 50: 24, 25). Even during the 
sad period of the judges there 
were prophets and prophetesses. 
David was a prophet (Acts 2: 29, 
30). And the gift of prophecy 
certainly extended throughout Old 
Testament times, as far as we 
know, without any long interrup- 
tion. 

But this gift of prophecy is 
spoken of as the normal possession 
of New Testament Christians. 
Christians are commanded to 
covet tc prophesy, though we are 
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“that they |. 


not to covet speaking in foreign 
languages (I Cor. 14: 1). We are 
told that if all Christians prop- 
hesy, the unsaved will be con- 
victed and all his doubts about 
God will disappear (I Cor. 14: 
24, 25). We are told that “‘ye may 
all prophesy” (verse 31). And 
again we are commanded, “Covet 
to prophesy” (vs. 39). Even wo- 
men, who are expressly forbidden 
to teach or preach,.may have the 
gift of prophecy (I Cor. 11: 5). 
Do not be confused about the 
term prophesy. It means exactly 
the same in the Old Testament and 
in the New, and it is not preach- 
ing. Prophetesses never did preach. 

But if the gift of prophecy is 
the normal’ thing for New Test- 
ment churches, then that means 
that the miraculous, supernatural 
working of God is to continue 
down through the ages in His 
church. Thus when miracles are 
past, it is because the faith of 
God’s people has waned. 

The inspiration of the Bible was 
certainly miraculous, supernatur- 
al. Every man who wrote a part 
of the Bible was moved-by the 


Holy Ghost and given a super-[ 


natural, infallible revelation, 
speaking with the very words of 
God (I Cor. 2: 13; Isaiah: 51: 16; 
Jer. 1: 9;. Exodus 24: 4). Again 
that increases the spread of mir- 


acles. Wherever there was a prop-}-3 


het writing part of the Book of 


God, then there was a marvelous |}; 


miracle taking place. 

But I believe that God’s mir- 
acles concerning the Bible did not 
end when John wrote the _ last 
words of the book of Revelation 
long after Paul had been behead- 
ed. For the Bible is itself a living 
miracle. “The word of God. 1s 
quick and powerful” (Heb. 4: 12). 
The word quick here means alive. 
It is the same word used about 
the living people in the phrase, 
“the quick and the dead,” in Acts 
10: 42, in: II Timothy 4: ‘1; mt 
Peter 4: 5. The Bible is a living 
thing. That means that the power 
of God is in the Word, and it is 
a living miracle. The things that 
the Bible does are miraculous 
things. If the saving of a soul, re- 
generation, is a miracle, and if 
that is done by the Word of God, 
used by the Holy Spirit, then the 
Word of God is miraculous even 


today. 


Reverent students have long be- 
lieved, as I do, that the preser- 
vation of the Word of God down 
through these centuries is miracu- 
lous and supernatural. How Satan 
hates the Bible! The conspiracies 
of Romish priests, burning multi- 
plied thousands of copies, the put- 
ting to death of those that har- 
bored the Bible and insisted on 
reading it-—-these could not do 
away with the Word of God. The 
assaults of the infidels, the at- 
tacks of atheists and modernists 
—these could not do away with 
the Bible. It could not be lost 
through mistranslation, through 
the errors of copyists, through the 


‘awful darkness and ignorance of 


the dark ages. The Bible has been 
preserved of God. It lives and 
abides forever. And that preser- 
vation is surely a miracle of God, 
such as other books do not have. 

This supernatural, miraculously 
living Bible may be typified by 
the pot of manna which was col- 
lected and put within the ark of 
the covenant and there preserved 
miraculously from spoiling cen- 
tury after century (Exodus 16: 
32-34: Heb. 9: 4). The preser- 
vation of that manna, the bread 
from Heaven, was a living, phys- 
ical miracle down through the 
centuries. If God had failed to 
sustain it miraculously one day, 
then it would have deeayed and 
‘stank’ as the manna did that 
had been kept more than a day by 
the people. That was an every- 
day miracle, But the same kind 
of miracle lives today in the Bible, 
the Word. It is a miracle Book. 
It has life in it. It “is a discerner 


of the thoughts and intents of) 


the heart” (Heb. 4: 12). 

Aaron’s rod that budded was 
likewise miraculously preserved 
in the ark of testimony. The al- 
mond buds and blossoms that 
grew out of that stick seemed to 
have been miraculously kept fresh 
and unwithered through the cen- 
turies as a reminder of the mir- 
aculous sustaining of God’s minis- 
try and the supernatural power 
that was at their beck and call 
when in the will of God (Num. 
17: 8-10; Heb. 9: 4). The preser- 
vation of that budded and bloom- 
ing walking stick from an almond

In the evening’ evangelistic 
meetings, some forty-three high 
schoolers made profession of faith 
in Christ and that number includ- 
ed two student body presidents 
and a number of top athletes. 


“Particularly gratifying,” says 
¥YFC Director Gordon Sears who 
arranged the meetings and con- 
siders them “about the best thing 
that has ever happened to chal- 
lenge the spiritual potential of 
the youth of this city,” was, as 
he put it, “the great outreach 
to youth who had never before 
been in gospel meetings.” The 
closing night, among the twenty- 
Six converts were Jewish, Greek 
Orthodox, and Catholic teenagers. 


tree was a miracle every day that 
it was kept. 

Likewise, the fire of the Lord 
that never went out on the altar, 
and the Shekinah glory over the 
merey seat where God dwelt, 
were living day and night mir- 
acles down through the centuries 
in the tabernacle and in the tem- 
ple, until the temple was forsaken 
by the Lord. 


In Numbers 5: 12-31 we have 
a remarkable teaching that God’s 
miracle-working presence was 
with Israel all the time, to bring 
sin to judgment miraculously, to 
whisper to a husband if the wife 
was impure; and when she drank 
the bitter water, then if she were 
guilty of adultery “this water that 
causeth the curse shall go into 
thy bowels, to make thy belly to 
swell, and thy thigh to rot.’ And 
if she was not guilty there would 
be no evil effect. Surely that 
means that the living, miracle- 
working God was present con- 
tinually to bring sin to judgment; 
and that this miracle would take 
place ‘at the hand of whatsoever 
husband and wife and_ priest 
were called upon to make the 
test, down through the years! It is 
impossible to rule out miracles in 
the Christian religion. Where 
there is any manifestation of God, 
there is a miracle. 


II. Many Authenticated 
Miracles in Modern 
Times 

The Bible teaches that Jesus 
Christ is “the same yesterday, 
and today, and forever’ (Heb. 13: 
8). The Lord Himself said, “I 
am the Lord, I change not” (Mal- 
achi 3: 6). All God’s promises 
about limitless answers to prayer 
that would involve the cursing 
of trees, the moving of mountains, 
or literally “WHAT THINGS 
SOEVER ye desire” or “ if we 
shall ask ANYTHING in my 
name,’ show that miracles wil’

The Editor Answers 


Youngs People's 
Questions 


What about belonging to a col< 
lege fraternity? 


There are two principles on 
which a Christian should act in 
deciding whether to join a fratern- 
ity or not. The first rule is, one 
should not unnecessarily and ins« 
tentionally put himself. in bad 
company. ‘To choose unsaved 
people aS your associates and 
companions means that, whether 
consciously or unconsciously, one 
adjusts his standards to theirs, 
Peter could have talked nobly 
about influencing the soldiers for 
good when he sat down and warms 
ed by their fire, but actually he 
was sinning to thus voluntarily 
associate himself with the enemies 
of Jesus without ee a plain 
stand. 


God does not require us to go 
out of the world. This rule about 
associating with bad company 
would not keep us from loving sin- 
ners and trying to bless them, 
trying to win them. It would not 
keep you from helping lost people 
who are in trouble, or dealing with 
them in business. It would keep 
you from choosing them for your 
social companions and putting 
yourself in touch continually with 
the temptations that will make 
you come to be like them. 


The other rule that a Christian 
should follow is that one is clearly 
forbidden to yoke up with unbes- 
lievers. It would be wrong toa 
join a ladge in which one agrees 
to tell his secrets to lost people 
and keep their secrets; agrees to 
support them in business and 
politics, etc. The oath that one 
takes in such matters is wrong, 
and the yoke itself is wrong. When 
one obligates himself to conform 
to unsaved people’s principles, one 
necessarily compromises. The 
solemn bonds of marriage should 
not be taken between saved and 
lost people. | 

If a pledge is involved, if cer- 
tain loyalty and. support for the 
fraternity is pledged, and if joins 
ing the fraternity puts you neces- 
sarily in contact with many lost 
people, then membership in the 
fraternity would be wrong. 


If your fraternity gives a dance, 
for example, and you are a mem< 
ber of the fraternity, then you are 
guilty of sponsoring the dance. 
People have a right to hold you 
accountable for the acts and pring 
ciples of the fraternity. 


Among many of the best edu- 
cators it has been thoroughly de- 
cided that fraternities are a bad 
influence in college life, and that 
is almost unanimously the opinion 
of Christian educators. 


Should we in high school leave 
tracts on our desks and Testa-« 
ments in our desks for others to 
look at if they wish? 


Yes, if it is not just a pose. 
If you really read the Testament 
yourself, and want it with you, 
by all means have it at school, 
And it is fine to have tracts handy 


-for those who want them. Other 


people bring their worldliness ta 
school, why couldn’t the Chris< 
tian bring his Christianity? Doa 
not act religious in order to make 
an impression. Of course if you 
are officious about it, if you pre- 
tend to be better than others, and 
seem to be critical about other 
people and all they do, some 
people will not like it. But if you 
are humble enough, if your life 
is enough different from that of 
unsaved people that they know 
you really mean business, then it 
will not seem out of place for you 
to have your Testantent handy and 
use it when it is necessary or con- 
venient, and have a tract at hand 
when there is a good occasion for 
one. Remember that what you are 
talks louder than what you Say. 
Naturally there will be some criti- 
cism of anything that is out and 
out for Christ. Do not be alarmed 
at that. Just be sure that you do 
not do things to be seen of men, 
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‘In Billy Graham’s All-Seotland Crusade in Kelvin Hall, Glasgow, the cli- 
max of the evening was when those who would renounge sin and trust 
Christ as Saviour and Lord would leave their places and come to stand 
before the speaker’s platform. There was an average of some 400 such

The Highland Park Baptist 
Church, Chattanooga, Tennessee, 
one of the largest churches in the 
world, with more than 12,000 
members, and the church which 
has led all the Baptist churches 
in the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion in the number of converts 
won and baptized for the last 
eight years, has answered its 
critics in two ways. 

First, the church has voted to 
ask the Hamilton County Baptist 
Association to retract and apolo- 
gize for the unprovoked and un- 
kind published criticism of High- 
land Park Baptist Church and 
Tennessee Temple Schools, and to 
censure its, executive committee 
for the attack and criticism. And 
the church has voted that if the 
county-wide Baptist association of 
churches does not pass such a 
apology in its fall meeting, the 
Highland Park Baptist Church is 
automatically counted out of that 
association. Until such an apology 
and correction is offered, the 
church refuses to recognize the 

- association, to support it with 
funds, or to report to it.

Church Resolution 


WHEREAS, the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Hamilton County 
Baptist Association issued a state- 
ment on December 13, 1954, ‘which 
purported to be a statement re- 
lating only to Tennessee Temple 
Schools, but. proceeded therein to 
openly and publicly criticize and

$4,750 in Interest Money Can Be Saved if 


$19,000 Raised for Sword Building Fund

Because of the rapid growth of 
the soul-winning work here at 
the Sword of the Lord Founda- 
tion, the last few years have 
been filled with “growing pains’’ 
for all of us here. Rapid expan- 
sion always means that you out- 
grow your buildings and facilities. 
In the fall of 1952 God wonder- 
fully provided a large two-story 
brick building as additional space 
beyond our regular office building 
here in Wheaton. This large two- 
stery brick building cost $52,500. 
At that time friends of the work 
here joined in to help us pay 
$25,000 in cash in just a few 
months on the building. The re- 
maining money was coming in a 
mortgage which has been paid 
off at the rate of $2,000 a year 
plus interest since that time. Many 
of our friends had been helping 
us with this burden. 

If we go ahead and continue 
paying off this building at the 
rate of $2,000 a year plus interest 
it will take nine-and a half years, 
and the interest money spent in 
this way will amount to $4,750. 
As we have prayed about the mat- 
ter here it seems as if God would 
have us to go ahead and ask our 
friends to help us raise this 
$19,000 in the next few weeks in 
order to save this tremendous 
amount of interest money over the 
next nine and a half years. The 
$4,750 could surely be used to 
spread the Gospel better than to 
just be “poured down the drain,” 
so to speak. I believe that many 
will want to help us save this 
interest money and prevent the 
tragic waste of so great.a sum. 


What About the New 
Building? 
But someone asks how this fits 
into our total Building Fund pic- 
ture. For the last several years 
we have been praying and working 
toward a new office building for 
the Sword of the Lord Foundation. 
The purchase of this two-story 
brick building, called Building No. 
2, was merely a stop gap to meet 
our needs until we could afford 
a new, adequate, modest office 
building to house all of our work. 
At the present time we have two 
main office buildings and are us- 
ing a third. building for storage 
of some of our paper. Building No. 
1 houses our business staff, print- 


Because 
of this some of our workers are 
not able to catch the vision of the 
work being done by this world- 
wide, soul-winning ministry. A 
new building is an absolute es- 
sential to solve this problem. 

We hope to announce soon the 
contact with an architect and to 
be able to give you the approxi- 
mate cost of our*proposed build- 
ing. Much work and careful plan- 
ning is needed to make the new 
building exactly what will be the 
best and most efficient for our 
needs. 


What Can We Do Now? 


Right now it seems that the 
best way we can help in this ser- 
ious need for a new building is 
to pay off the $19,000 yet due on 
building No. 2.

Dr. E. J. Daniels, a warm per- 
sonal friend of our editor, recently 
conducted a city-wide mission 
revival in Nicaragua resulting in 
910 professions of salvation in ad- 
dition to hundreds of other deci- 
sions. The meetings were con- 
ducted in the open-air in Blue- 
fields and Corn Island. He was 
assisted by Rev. James A: Mc- 
Keithen, associate evangelist, and 
Lowell Leistner as music direc- 
tor. 

The impact of the revival was 
evidenced by the fact’ that 
75,000 attended in 11 nights. As 
many as 8,500 stood to hear the 
Gospel in a town of only 9,000 
population. The Executive Secre- 
tary of the town wanted to cir- 
culate a petition asking the reviv- 
al party to remain for a longer 
period. A local Roman Catholic 
priest said, “You men have what 
thig country needs. Sin is wreck- 
ing our people. They won’t come 
to hear us, but they are hearing 
and heeding you in great num- 
bers. We wish you could stay 
longer. This revival is what Ni- 
caragua needs.” 

God has also blessed Dr. Daniels 
in hig American campaigns. Dur- 
ing the past few weeks he has 
seem Over 1200 profess faith in 
revivals which he has conducted.

To Dr. John R. Rice and the wonderful editorial staff 
of THE SWORD OF THE LORD: 

This is Merv Rosell speaking from Sao Paulo and sending 
greetings back to Wheaton, Illinois. I feel constrained in my 
heart to chat with you about what God is doing in Brazil. God 
is on the march in this, the largest country of South America, 
and I think you friends are interested and praying and I am 
grateful to God for the prayer partnership that we find with 
you. It always rejoices my heart.when I get a word from your 
secretary, Dr. Rice, saying that you include me in your daily 
prayers. These are wonderful days. 


At the moment we are in the 
central portion of the Youth for 
Christ Seventh World Congress on 


' Evangelism here in Sao Paulo, 


Brazil, but it seems more like an 
old-fashioned revival than a con- 
vention of committees. God has 
taken over and, in an amazing 
fashion, has begun to move across 
this city and in many parts of 
Brazil. Howard Skinner and I 
conducted two campaigns in Rio 
de Janeiro before coming to Sao. 
Paulo and found’ the people had 
been praying, not for months, but 
for years. One church began pray- 
ing that I would come to Rio al- 
most six years ago, the pastor 
totd me, although they had no 
idea that: our. American teams 
would be willing to come, and for 
the last two years this pastor:

The 
pastor’s heart was revived, his 
people were completely transform- 
ed by the Spirit of God, and in 
less than a week, 198 new people 
in that little church had found 
Jesus Christ. The day after we 
left in the campaign, that pastor 
became immediately an evangelist. 
He went to a nearby city and at 
the conclusion of his first message, 
60 people came forward weeping 
and confessing their sins to Jesus 
Christ, and he, with heart re- 
joicing, led them into that wonder- 
ful. peace. The following day he 
preached again, and 30 more were 
born again. He has come to Sao 
Paulo to report what God is doing. 

The churches in RidO° Were not 
large enough to hold the people, 
and we saw some of them stand- 
ing on ladders and on steps, look-

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ing through the windows to hear 
the Gospel of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. This, without any advertis- 
ing or promotion! And all in an- 
swer to the prayers of God's 
people. 

I believe Rio de Janeiro, for my 
heart, was merely a preparation 
for what we are seeing in Sao 
Paulo. Many of your dear friends, 
Dr. Rice, are here from all over 
the world and led by Dr. ‘Robert 
Cook and the Youth for Christ 
group, things are seemingly in the 
hands of God in a wonderfully re- 
freshing way. I am sure that 
your neighbors, such as Ted Eng- 
strom and the others, would want 
me to send greetings to you. By 
this time Dr. H. H. Savage will 
have returned to the States and 
I believe on this very night will 
address the NAE in Chicago and 
give some repert of what God is 
doing here. 


However, I must tell you the 
events. of the last twenty-four 
hours to give you a little idea 
of what is happening. Across the 
city there are revival meetings 
going on  in- forty’ different 
churches and in this great metrop- 
Olis of three million people, liter- 
ally thousands are coming to hear 
the story of Christ. Last Sunday 
there was a mass meeting in an 
auditorium seating 7,000 and so 
many were outside they tried to 
jam in and overrun the platform 
and all the balconies and, of 
course, down here there seem to 
be no regulations so all the aisles 
fill and all of the windows fill, and 
people everywhere wait on the 
words of the preaching. of the 
Gospel of Christ. Out of their 
tradition of works, they are be- 
ginning to learn the grace of God. 
There are a surprising number of 
godly pastors who know the Word 
and who have been taught by mis- 
sionaries of other years. 


Each day—morning, afternoon, 
and evening—in the Teatro de 
Artistico or the Artistic. Theater 
in the heart of the city, there are 
meetings being conducted. The 
missionaries stir our hearts and 
the natives, the national workers, 
Aaa us with the tears that come 
rom their eyes. The educators of 
the city also.are hungry for the 
liberty which they shall find in 
Jesus Christ. 


In the afternoon yesterday at 
three o'clock, I preached on the 
power of the Holy Spirit and the 
entire audience of the theater was 
touched by God, We went to our 
knees and after we had prayed and 
wept for some minutes, I thought 
that surely some of these people 
needed to know the gra¢ge of God 
and the assurance of sweet salva- 
tion, so I invited those who were 


not born again to stand up from 
their knees and go into a prayer 
room, Forty or forty-five of them 
stood and came forward and went 
into another prayer meeting and 
there personally were dealt with 
by counsellors, praying until six 
o'clock, because these Brazilians 
want to really talk to God and 
find peace of soul. They are not 
in a hurry to get away from the 
holy place, 


In the’ evening, as is the custom, 
forty of us evangelists go to our 
individual churches. I am preach- 
ing in the First Presbyterian 
Church, a cathedral-like structure 
which reminds me of the ancient 
churches of Italy. Not even a 
piano is allowed in the massive 
structure, so Howard Skinner sits 
at the 600-year-old organ and 
sings as did Sankey in days gone 
by, and the hearts of the people 
are moved. Then with a very able 
interpreter, I preach the Gospel of 
Christ and usually from 25 to 50 
accept: Jesus Christ as Saviour. 
While they were being personally 
dealt with, the staff of Youth for 
Christ hurried to the television 
studios to present the first tele- 
vised Gospel in South America (as 
far as we know). 


Dr. Rice, I think you will be 
thrilled when you realize that the 
people gather everywhere, in the 
parks. and in the streets, so after 
the television program, I hurried 
to the Central Plaza of Sao Paulo, 
Plaza de Municipal, the municipal 
plaza,.and there I found a choir 
of 500 voices, trained under a 
wonderful Christian gentleman, 
and about half of them stood at 
the top of a great and massive 
stairway, singing the Gospel of 
Christ. Surrounding them were, 
of course, many, many people. 
Howard Skinner (who cautiously 
counts each crowd) tells me there 
were 900 standing there listening 
when we arrived. 


The musicians took their instru- 
ments and played as the crowd 
gathered round and one of the 
Brazilians said, “You’re going to 
preach tonight.” So they handed 
me .the microphone and a Portu- 
guese Bible and I stood with one 
of the finest. Brazilian interpreters 
I have ever met and began to 
preach the Gospel of the grace ‘of 
God. At the end of thirty minutes 
I gave an invitation to those who 
wanted to accept Jesus Christ to 
come out of the crowd and up on 
to the steps, and before I could 
finish my invitation, one young 
university student had come up 
the steps and in less than mo- 
ments, Howard Skinner counted 
100 meh and 4 women, .and still 
more who were coming to accept 
Christ as Saviour at the midnight 


hour in the Central Plaza of this 
great city. Our hearts were moved 
and touched. I prayed with them 
one at a time as far as I could, 
and we laid in their hands the - 
Gospel of John and the instruc- 
tions for salvation, and personal 
counsellors moved through the 
crowd. Finally, because there were 
so many, I prayed with them 
sentence by sentence the prayer 
of faith in the Lord Jesus Christ. 
I would pray a sentence, the in- 
terpreter would explain what I 
had said, and the entire crowd on 
that Central Plaza, like a roar of 
thunder, prayed together, eyen 
those who were down in the street, 
The Palermo Brothers, who have 
been in many street meetings 
around the world, told me with 
tears in their eyes that they had 
never seen the Holy Spirit of God 
move in such a wonderful fashion, 
It is wonderful to feel in your 
hand the tool of the Bible and to 
feel pulsing through your heart 
the throb of the Gospel. 

After the service we hurried 
back to one of the churches and 
there were all the delegates .on 
their knees for an all-night prayer 
meeting led by Peter Deyneka, 
We heard them pray in many 
languages and stayed through the 
night on our faces before God. 
This is the kind of thing the world 
needs. This, without high-pressure 
promotion; this, with simplicity; 
and this, with humility of spirit, 
may be the key to the evangeliza- 
tion of Brazil. I feel in my heart, 
Dr. Rice, that your own heart, 
your own soul, will rejoice with 
us in this thing of God. The re- 
vival spirit is snowballing in such 
a fashion that we will be using 
the football stadium which seats 
65,000 for next Sunday, and yes- 
terday the newscasters were an- 
nouncing, they tell me, that the 
soccer and football games had 
been postponed and: cancelled so 
that the preaching of the Gospel 
through the World Congress might 
come to the people in the stadium. 
I trust you will be praying for us 
as we preach the story of the 
Lord Jesus Christ to these people, 


The evangelical pastors stand 
with tears in their eyes. They have 
never seen anything like it, .and 
we must go quietly upon our. 
knees test we touch the shining 
glory ef God’s holy and wonderful 
thing called revival. If Christ can 
ever touch: these Roman countriés 
with the freedom of grace and 
faith, it will affect history in the 
western hemisphere. Pray much 
for us and be assured of our love, 
God's abundant best upon you! 

I thought you'd like to hear this 
axid maybe your readers will join 
us In prayer. 
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Evangelist Merv Rosell preached to this crowd on the Municipal

last as long as God’s promises are 
true, whenever people are given 
faith to trust Him for miracles. 
But this is not just a matter of 


‘theory; it issa matter of actual 


‘+ 


historical fact. In countless in- 
stances since the Bible was writ- 
ten, God has worked miracles; 
and these miracles have been wit- 
nessed by the best men and women 
of the centuries, who give their 
witness that they know God still 
answers prayer, even miraculously. 

Dr. H. A. Ironside, in Moody 
Church News, November, 1941 
well says, “There are those who 
say today that miracles passed 
away with the apostles. That is 
not true. Many wonderful mir- 
acles have been wrought in an- 
swer to prayer during the last 1900 
years, and here and there through- 
out the world today God still 
acts in wonderful grace. Again 
and again God puts forth. His 
hand in healing power, and people 


‘who have been given up by doctors 


have been marvelously recovered 
as God’s people have prayed. 
Other signs and wonders, too, have 
accémpanied Christianity. It real- 
ly behooves us to be careful and 
not go to either of two extremes— 
let us not insist that the working 
of the Spirit of God in manifesting 
His power by miracles and signs 
is past; and, on the other hand, 
let us not say that He will always 
so act if we ask Him to do so. 
The measure in which He delights 
to work is: left with Him.” 

Dr. W. B. Riley, writing on Di- 
vine Healing, says: “Justin Mar- 
tyn, Irenaeus, Tertullian, Origen, 
Clement, and others tell us of 
cases of devils cast out, of tongues 
given, of poison failing of its 
effects, and of the sick raised to 
health in answer to prayer. Such 
authors as Waterland, Dodwell, 
and Marshall insist that miracles 
of healing did not fail until the 
rise of the Catholic Church, and 
we’* know from history that since 
that time they have appeared 
among God’s most devout people 
— the Waldeneses, Moravians, 
Huguenots, Friends, Baptists, and 
Methodists, not to speak of the 
experience of the Scotch Covenan- 
ters, Knox, Wishart,  Living- 
stone, Welsh, Baillie, Peden, Craig; 
as, also with George Fox, the 
father of Quarkerism, and our 
own Baptist fathers, Powell, Knol- 
lys, and Jessey; and these were 
men that followed the letter of 
our. text.” 


Other sources prove beyond any 
doubt that even among Cath- 
olics, and in the midst of much 
superstition and tradition, yet God 
has occasionally worked mighty 
miracles in answer to prayer. 

Dr. Alexis Carrel, M. D., had 
in the Reader’s Digest for March 
1941 an article on “Prayer Is 
Power,” and this scientist, Dr. 
Carrel, takes the position that 
miracles are a fact, often attested 
by intelligent, reliable people. The 
footnote to his article says: 

“Dr. Alexis Carrel has long 
been impressed by the fact that 
many of life’s phenomena can- 
not be scientifically explained. He 
knows, for example, that miracles 
of.hhealing are possible; he spent 
weeks at Lourdes studying them, 
and will never forget seeing a can- 
cerous sore shrivel to a scar be- 
fore his eyes. Dr. Carrel concluded 
33 years of brilliant biological 
research at the Rockefeller In- 
stitute in 1939. Among his many 
honors are the Nordhoff-Jung 
medal for cancer research and 
the Nobel Prize for success in 


suturing blood vessels. His Man; 


the Unknown was a best seller 
in 1935.” 

This Nobel Prize winner, this 
Rockefeller Institute scientist, has 
seen miracles with his own eyes. 
“He knows, for example, _ that 
miracles of healing are possible’; 
saw actual miracles of healing at 
the Catholic shrine Lourdes, spent 
weeks studying them, “and will 
néver forget seeing a cancerous 


.sore shrivel to a scar before his 


eyes.” So God still works mir- 
adles in answer to prayer. 

Do you not believe that God 
works miracles of casting out 
devils.in modern times? Then you 
are certainly behind the times 
and are not acquainted with the 
bést in high-grade foreign mis- 
sionary literature. For example, 
yéu need to read the story, “Pas- 
tor Hsi, One of China’s Chris- 


tians,’ written by Mrs. Howard 
Taylor of the China Inland Mis- 
sion. This Chinese Christian, Pas- 
tor Hsi, signed his name, “Mas- 
ter of Demons,” and again, and 
again repeatedly, by prayer, cast 
out devils, exactly in the fashion 


that Christ and His apostles did: 


it in Bible times. Furthermore, 
these miracles have been attested 
by the leaders and the best mis- 
sionaries of the China Inland Mis- 
sion and by others. Similar cases 
have been reported from a number 
of mission fields. God still casts 
out devils in answer to prayer. 


Can God raise the dead in 
answer to prayer? I answer that 
God can do exactly the same to- 
day in answer to prayer that He 
could do any other day in all of 
history. God has not changed. 
His power, His willingness, His 
compassion has not changed. His 
promises about wonders in answer 
to the prayer of faith. still stand. 


Dr. Charles A. Blanchard, late 
president of Wheaton College, 
Wheaton, Illinois, is the author 
of the blessed book, Getting Things 
From God, a book on pray- 
er. The book is published by The 
Sword of the Lord, of Wheaton. Dr. 
Blanchard gives in his book the 
remarkable story of a railroad 
engineer raised from the dead in 
answer to his -wife’s prayer. Dr. 
Blanchard says: 


“A Railroad Engineer Testifies” 


“I was a few weeks ago in the 
Eighth Avenue Mission in New 
York. On the platform by me sat 
a gentleman, to whom I was in- 
troduced, but whom I had never 
before. seen. When the meeting 
had progressed for. an hour or so, 
Miss Wray, the _ superintendent, 
called upon him for a testimony. 
He said: ‘Friends, about two and 
a half or three years ago I was 
in the hospital in Philadelphia. I 
was an engineer on the Pennsy- 
lvania Lines, and although I had 
a praying wife, I: had all my life 
been a sinful man. At this time 
I was very ill. I became greatly 
wasted. I weighed less than one 
hundred pounds. Finally the doc- 
tor who was attending me said 
to my wife that I was dead, but 
she said: ‘No, he is not dead. He 
cannot be dead. I have prayed for 
him for twenty-seven years and 
God has promised me that he 
Should be saved. Do you _ think 
God would let him die now after 
I have prayed twenty-seven years 
and God has promised, and he is 
not saved?” “Well,” the doctor re- 
plied, “I do not know anything 
about that, but I know that he 
is dead.’ And the screen was drawn 
around the cot, which in the hos- 
pital separates between the living 
and the dead. 


“ “To satisfy my wife, other phy- 
Siclans were brought, one after 
another, until seven were around 
the cot, and each one of them as 
he came up and made the exami- 
nation confirmed the testimony of 
all who had preceded. The seven 
doctors said that I was dead. 
Meanwhile my wife was kneeling 
by the side of my cot, insisting 
that I was not dead—that if I 
were dead God would bring me 
back, for He had promised her 
that I should be saved and I was 
not yet saved. By and by her 
knees began to pain her, kneeling 
on the hard hospital floor. She 
asked the nurse for a pillow and 
the nurse brought her a pillow 
upon which she kneeled. One hour, 
two hours, three hours passed. The 


sereen still stood by the cot. I was 


lying there still, apparently dead. 
Four hours, five hours, six hours, 
seven hours, thirteen hours pass- 
ed, and all this while my wife 
was kneeling by the cot-side, and 
when people remonstrated and 
wished her to go away she said: 
‘No, he has to be saved. God will 
bring him back if he is dead. He 
is not dead. He cannot die until 
he is saved.” 


“ ‘At the end of thirteen hours 
I opened my eyes, and she said: 
“What do you wish, my dear?” 
And I said: “I wish to go home,” 
and she said: “You shall go 
home.” But when she proposed it, 
the doctors raised their hands in 
horror. They said, “Why, it will 
kill him. It will be suicide.” She 
said: “You have had your turn. 
You said he was dead already. I 
am going to take him home.” 


“ I weigh now 246 pounds. I 


still run a fast train on the Penn- 
sylvania Lines. I have been out 
to Minneapolis on a little vaca- 
tion, telling men what Jesus can 
do, and I am glad to tell you 
what Jesus can do,’ ” 


Dr. Blanchard was a great ed- 
ucator, a man of national promi- 
nence, a scholar, as well as a de- 
vout Christian. It was not hard 
for him to believe that God had 
answered the prayer of a wife for 
her unsaved husband, and _ that 
he was brought back in order that 
he might be saved.. And if it is 
hard for you to believe, then I ask 
you in the words of Paul the 
apostle, “Why should it be thought 
a thing incredible with you, that 
God should raise the dead?” (Acts 
26: 8). 


If such an occurrence is rare, 
then it is equally rare that a wo- 
man should pray like that and be- 
lieve God. God still answers pray- 
er for those who trust Him. 


In the little booklet called The 
Finnish Gold Story, Dr. S. D. 
Gordon, author of the famous 
“Quiet Talks” series, tells of a re- 
markable case of an outstanding 
miracle in Finland where in an- 
swer to a woman’s prayer God 
actually multiplied the money 
which was put away to build a 
chapel, until there was enough to 
pay all the bills. It was in a time

of real distress, it followed long 
and faithful prayer, and God was

Dr. Gordon himself had occa- 
sion to go to Finland, to meet the 
woman whose prayers had been 
answered; and from her he heard 
the details of the amazing story, 
and then had the miracle con- 
firmed by others who knew the 
facts. The woman was a post mis-

and intelligent public servant, and 
the most rigorous investigation 


convinced Dr. Gordon beyond any | 


doubt that an actual physical mir- 
acle had been performed; that just 


exactly as the Lord Jesus multi-— 
plied the loaves and fishes to feed 


the five thousand, so He multi- 
plied the money, 
prayer, to build His chapel. The 
story is too long to tell here, but 
it will enrich every heart who can 
get the book and read it. 
Miracles of healing have been. so 
many in modern times I will not 
take the time to mention many.

of Dwight L. Moody, by Hon- 
orable John V. Farwell, published 
by The Moody Press of Chicago, 
is the account ‘of a miraculous 
healing to which Moody was a 
witness. Mr. Farwell was a lead- 
ing philanthropist, a fervent 
Christian worker associated with 
D. L. Moody, a large backer of 
the Y. M. C. A. in those early 
days, the man for whom Farwell 
Hall in Chicago was named. Mr. 
Farwell says: 


“Soon after this devout Chris- 
tian man from a_ neighboring 
State had some business in our 
city, which detained him several 
months. He at once became very 
much interested in the Associa- 
tion (particularly the noon prayer 
meeting) and Mr. Moody’s Mis- 
sion School, and was abundant in 
labors with him in these two 
fields. He had had hip disease from 
his early youth and was then thir- 
ty-eight years old. The disease had 
caused the dislocation of the hip 
joint, making one leg some three 


walking about from house to house 
with Brother Moody in connection 
with the Mission Sunday School 
had made the disease much more 
painful than usual, until he had 
determined to have a surgical op- 
eration performed if it should 
promise any relief. On Saturday, 
he had made an engagement 
with a surgeon to that end, 
and was to have been examined on 
the Monday following. On Sunday 
evening after the usual labors 
of the day he invited Brother 
Moody and myself to his room, as 
he had something very important 
to tell -us. 


“We all went from Sunday 
School prayer-meeting to _ his 
room, where with choked utter- 
ance he gave the following ac- 
count of the Saturday night’s ex- 
periences in that room (after giv- 
ing us quite an extended account 
of his Christian experience, and 
his lameness which we had both 
noticed for months). He said he 
went from his bath to his room 
with the thought, ‘Why cannot 
my hip be made whole as well 
as that impotent man’s’ who 
lay at the beautiful gate of 
the temple?’ Then he fell asleep 
convinced that there was no rea- 
son why he could not claim the 
promises for such a purpose. In 
his sleep he dreamed that the 
surgeon had opened his thigh with 
a knife and set the bone, in an 
incredibly short space of time, 
and waking out of his sleep he 
was astonished to find his pain 
all gone and still more to find 


length when he got up to walk. 
We had not noticed that he had 
no cane on Sunday though we 
had noticed that his walk was 
changed and when we came to 
his room he astonished us by run- 
ning upstairs two steps at a time, 
using one leg as well as the other. 
It will be fourteen years in June 
since this occurred, and you are 
the first person to whom I have 
mentioned it in writing, for this 
reason. For these fourteen years I 
have not seen any reason in the 
history of this brother, why God 
should so deal with him (as he 
purposely abstains from mention- 
ing it) that might not be found 
in hundreds of other Christians, 
except his own statement of faith 
in God’s promises for such a pur- 


pose.” 

In this case the healing was 
instantaneous, it was witnessed by 
thoroughly reliable Christian men; 
and on their authority we ought 
to believe it. 


In the book, Miraculous Heal- 
ing, by Dr. Henry W. Frost, bear- 
ing the special endorsement of Dr. 
Charles G. Trumbull, late editor 
of the Sunday School _Tines, Dr. 
Frost gives the story of six heal- 
ings which He plainly marks as 
miraculous, since they were in- 
stantaneous and the healings were 
performed without the usual 
natural means.

She 
said, ‘I thought when I had prayed 
that I could read. The children 
have a Testament, and I went and 
got it; and I thought I could-reaa@ 
what I had heard them read. But,’ 
said she, ‘I went over to the 
school ma’am, and asked her it 
I read right; and she said I cid: 
and since then,’ said she, ‘I.can 
read the Word of God for myseli.’ 

“I said no more; but thought 
there must be some mistake about 
this as the woman appeared t@ 
be quite in earnest, and quite in- 
telligent in what she-said.

The Bible is 
full of judgment. In Genesis 2:17 


we read, “For in the day that 
thou eatest thereof thou shalt 
surely die.’’ That is judgment; and 
whenever one. sins and breaks 


God’s law he shall die—die to 


peace, die to strength of char- 
acter, die to everything that 
makes life worth living. 


But that is not all. In Ezekiel 
20:37 there is the judgment of 
Israel. “And I will cause you to 
pass under the rod.” 


That is not all. In Matthew 25: 
32 there is the judgment of na- 
tions. ‘And before him shall be 
gathered all nations: and he shall 
separate them one from another, 
as a shepherd divideth his sheep 
from the goats.” 

That is not all. In Jude, verse 
6, there is the judgment of the 
fallen angels. “And the angels 
which kept not their first estate, 
but left their own habitation, he 
hath reserved in everlasting chains 
under darkness unto the judgment 
of the great day.”

Why Alcohol Is 
Habit-Forming 


“A Syllabus in Alcohol 
Education” 

The habit-forming quality in 
ethyl alcohol results from two ef- 
fects. First, any alcoholic drink 
gives the mouth and gullet a dry- 
ing bath which creates a “thirsty” 
sensation, making it easy to take 
the second drink. This intensifies 
rather than relieves the condition. 
Second, in a few minutes the nar- 
cotic dulls the feelings; the drink- 
er is less conscious of the discom- 
fort and thinks he “feels better’ 
as the trials and worries of the 
present fade from memory. As 
the narcotic is disposed of, . pre- 
vious unpleasant thoughts and 
feelings are revived, plus’ the 
“hangover” caused by the drug. 
The drinker thinks that the easiest 
way to get rid of the consequent 
mental and physical discomforts is 
to drink again, and to keep them 
away by drinking often. 

The drinker may know that al- 
cohol is habit-forming, and that 
if he takes one drink he is likely 
to take more; but, if it is avail- 
able, he repeats Rip Van Winkle’s 
excuse, “This time won’t count’— 
because his judgment and self-con- 
trol are first dulled, and later 
put to sleep. He feels no warn- 
ing and senses no need to stop. 
This narcotic release by means 
of pleasant forgetfulness is the 
“kick,” produced by all alcohol 
drinks, which is one of the causes 
of the drink problem. The Japan- 
ese proverb gives the explanation: 
“First the man takes a drink, then 
the drink takes a drink, then the 
drink takes the man.”

‘And 
I saw a great white throne, and 
him that sat on it, from whose 
face the earth and the heaven 
fled away; and there was found 
no. place for them. And I saw the 
dead, small and great, stand be- 
fore God; and the books were 
opened: and another book was 
opened, which is the book of life: 
and the dead were judged out of 
those things which were written 
in the books” (Rev. 20:11, 12). 
God keep and save you from that 
day. All the way through the 
Bible it is judgment, and yet all 
the way through God sounds this 
word, as if He would say, “I 
warned you!” Side by side with 
judgment always runs the stream 
of grace. 


In the Portland harbor, on_ the 
northern coast of the United 
States, there is a great arm that 
runs out into the sea, and on the 
end of that arm stands the Port- 
land lighthouse. That lighthouse 
has a stationary light, and stand- 
ing there, far out in the sea, it 
warns the vessels or guides them 
as they come. Whenever a vessel 
is putting in towards Portland, 
that light flashes red in three 
directions, and white only in one. 
If your boat is coming from one 
direction, the Portland © light 
its red light, and says, 
“Danger.” If your boat is coming 
from another direction, the Port- 
land light flashes back red, and 
says, “Danger.” If your boat is 
coming from still another direc- 
tion, it flashes out, ““‘Danger.’’ But 
if your. boat is coming in the 
right direction, the Portland light 
flashes white, and in the light of 
the white gleam you can make 
your way Safely into the harbor. 


That is like God’s Word. It is 
judgment, judgment, - judgment, 
from Genesis to Revelation, but 
the book of Genesis starts out with 
the message, “Where art thou?” 
And the book of Revelation closes 
with the message, ‘Come, come, 
come, Let him that heareth say, 
Come.’ Then, as if, some poor, 
lost, sorrowing man might think 
he was not. included, Christ 
stretches out His arms of mercy 
and says, “Whosoever will, let 
him come.” The white light of 
grace runs from Genesis to Reve- 
lation, yet it is judgment; too. 
There is no event so certain. In 
Acts 17:30 we read, “And the 
times of this ignorance God wink- 
ed at; but now commandeth all 
men every where to repent; Be- 
cause he hath appointed a day, 
in the which he will judge the 
world in righteousness.” You can- 
not escape it. You may, for a 
while, escape the judgment of 
earth; you ;may, perhaps, buy 
yourself free, but you cannot 
escape that judgment, excepting 
by one way. 

I know who will be there at the 
day of judgment. The unbeliever 
will be there, and I think I hear 
the Judge saying to him, “Ye 
would not come unto Me that ye 
might have life.’ Wicked men 
will be there, and wicked women. 
The drunkard also will be there. 

They arrested a man in an 
Eastern city awhile ago and cast 
him into prison. He was a uni- 
versity mian with degrees, but had 
lost everything through drink. 
When they arrested him he was 
in a maudlin condition, and the 
next morning the officer in charge 
heard him shaking the door of his 
cell. He commanded silence, but 
the poor man’s voice sounded so 
pitiful as he asked, “Tell me what 
I am here for,” that he said, 
“You are here with a charge of 
murder against you.” ’ 


The poor man drew back a few 
steps. “No, no; not murder! You 
are mistaken, officer; it is not 

murder.” 


“Yes” 
murder.” 

The poor fellow fell back on the 
stone floor, and as he fell, said, 
“Oh, do not tell my wife; it will 
kill her,” and the officer said, 
“It was your wife you killed.” 

That man will be there; but for 
the grace of God. It is an awful 
day. “I saw the dead, small and 
great, stand before God, and the 
books were opened’’—God’s books

He hears all we say, 


My God’s a-writing all the time. 


But you are writing, too. In the 
British Museum there is a piece 


of stone about half the size of © 


my Bible, probably five thousand 


years old, and in the middle of the - 


stone there is the mark of a bird’s 
foot.

The sin that 
you committed in New York, the 
sin that you committed in London, 
the sin that you committed in 
the secrecy of your own room, 
has made its mark in God’s book, 
and in your book. There are three 
books; there is the Bible, too. I

would say, “But this Book, from 
Genesis to Revelation, was full of 
warning.” And you would have to 
bow your head and say, “I know.” 
And, I think, the Judge up on the 
throne might say, “But this Book, 
from beginning to end had its in- 
vitation, and yet you would not 


come.” For all the way God is 
saying, “Furn ye, turn ye; for 
why will ye die?” And, “Come 


unto me, all ye that labour and 
are heavy laden, and I will give 
you.rest.” 


Judged for Your Treatment 
of Jesus Christ 


Did you ever realize that you 
will be judged for the way you 
treated Christ? Have you not 
read in God’s Word, “He that be- 
lieveth not is condemned already, 
because he hath not believed in 
the name of the only begotten 


Son of God. And this is the con-. 


demnation, that light is come into 
the world, and men loved darkness 
rather than light” (John 3:17, 18). 
You question the deity of Jesus. 
You slight His appeals, you disre- 
gard His invitations; but, one day 
at the judgment, you must an- 
swer for the way you have treated 
Him. 

Can you tell me what is the 
greatest sin in the world? 


A poor girl, who was deceived 
almost in her childhood, and has 
lost that which has made your 
daughter’s life sweet and beauti- 
ful, says, “Sir, I know what is 
the greatest sin.’”’ No, dear child, 
you do not. It is not that. 


A mother, with care written in . 


every expression of her counten- 
ance, her hair gray and thin, her 
back bent; she is but fifty years 
of age, but she looks seventy; she 
is a drunkard’s wife, and she says, 
“I have waited for him, and he 
never came; I have gone hungry 
that I might give the scanty crusts 
to my babes; I know what is the 
greatest sin.’”’ But I answer, “No, 
dear woman, you do not; it is not 
that.” 


There is_ a young man who is 
being eaten away by a nameless 
disease; he has lost the light of his 
eye, and he knows he dare not 
look a pure man or a pure woman 
in the face, and he says, “I know 
what is the greatest sin.” No, 
poor fellow, you do not; it is not 
that. 


The greatest sin in the world 
is the rejection of Jesus. Men have 
committed that. sin who have been 
high in commercial life; women 
have committed that sin who have 
been great socially; boys and girls 
have committed it. The greatest 
sin in the world is the rejection 
of Jesus; and when you stand, 
face to face with God, He will not 
ask you if you were a drunkard, 
or if you were impure; but He will 
say to you, “What did you do with 
Jesus?’’? And your answer to that 
question will determine whether 
you stand or fall. 


At the judgment will be reveal- 
ed every secret thing. Would you 
be willing to appear before the 
judge in your city that he might 
judge your outward life? But 
where is the man who would like 
his secret life to be judged? Mr. 
Moody used to say that if a photo- 
grapher came into the country 
who could photograph people’s 
hearts, he would starve to death 
before he would get a@ customer. 
You would not want a picture of 
your heart to be shown, pure man 
or woman as you are. But every 
secret thing is to be revealed. It 
is a sharp judgment. There is only 


one way of escape. 


A minister once dreamed that 
he had died, and that he stood

is sustained by the Spirit of God. 
Its ministry is solely by the power 
‘of the Spirit of God. Therefore, 
the measure of power manifested 
among any group of Christians de- 
pends upon the measure with 
which the Holy Spirit is able to 
work among them and through 
them. If the channels of the hearts 
and minds of any group of Chris- 


tians is chocked with — un- 
belief, worldliness, selfrighteous- 
ness, prayerlessness, then the 


Spirit cannot work. So, the first 
consideration in preparation for 
revival anywhere should not be 
advertising, music, committees, 
finances, or organization; but— 
is the Holy Spirit free to work 
through the professing Christians? 
If not, all effort will fail! 


Only one power can operate the 
church of Jesus Christ. Here is 
an automobile. It has gears, 
wheels, motor, body, radiator, and 
gas tank. But it doesn’t move. 
One says, “Fill the tank ‘with 
water.’ But, no go. Another says, 
“Fill it with molasses; that should 
make it hold together.’ But, no 
go. Someone says, “Fill it with 
honey; that should make it run 
sweetly.”” Ne go. Another says, 
“Try ammonia.” No go. Finally 
one says, “That motor was made 
to run on gasoline. Fill that tank 
with gas.” I fill it up with gas, 
and away we go! 

So it is with the church. Many 
congregations and pastors try to 
make a success of the church 
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with clever programs, smart 
trustees, big money drives, intel- 
lectual officers, prominent mem- 
bers, or gifted musicians. But it 
doesn’t go. It is a dead church. 
Its altar is cold. 

Jesus said,“Ye shall have power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you,” and not before. But the 
average church utterly ignores the 
Holy Spirit, and as a result, the 
members flounder about in weak- 
ness, failure, and defeat, inwardly 
disgusted with themselves. 


Pentecost was an event, never to 
be repeated. But while we can- 
not repeat Pentecost, we may en- 
joy the power of the Holy Spirit, 
who made Pentecost and its great 
revival possible. 


I. To This End, Several Con- 
ditions Present at Pentecost 
Must Be Present in Every 
True Revival 


1. They Assembled Together 
to Pray 

A Spirit-filled Christian is al- 
ways a praying Christian. The 
spirit of God~ will always move 
every child of God to talk to his 
Heavenly Father. Jesus said, 
“Where two or three are gathered 
together in my name, THERE 
AM I.” Individual prayer is right 
and necessary, but the - special 
blessing of God is upon united 
prayer. Those who really mean

God. He who claims to be a Chris- 
tian and has no testimony in his 
heart for Christ had better get 
back to Calvary and get the real 
thing that he missed the first time. 
Prayer, praise and testimony are 
not unusual for the true Christian; 
they are normal. The witnessing, 
praying, soul-winning Christian is 
only doing what God wants him 
to do. 


II. Pray That God Will Get the 
Professing Christians Ready 
for Revival 


When you move into another 
house, the first thing your wife 
requires is that the place be clean- 
ed out from cellar to garret, isn’t 
it? She says, “I won’t live here 
with that other woman’s dirt.”’ So 
out it goes, and you don’t sit down 
and read the newspaper till it is 
done, do you? How well I know 
it! So it is when the Holy Spirit 
moves into a church, or home, or 
individual life: He cleans house! 
And before the Holy Spirit can 
work here in real revival power, 
He must have things clean. 


First of all, He will clean out 
indifference. About the worst sin, 
of a church member at such a time 
as this is indifference. To be un- 
concerned at a time when the 
church of Christ is in a life-and- 
death battle with the Devil to save 
souls from Hell is spiritual treach- 
ery. Do you remember what the 
Bible says about Meroz, when he 
refused to help in the struggle 
against the enemies of God? 
“Curse ye Meroz, because they 
came not up to the help of the

“God resisteth 


Lord . against the mighty” 
(Judges 5:23). 
If the professing Christians 


around here bear the attitude that 
it is the other fellow that needs 
to confess his sins and failures 
before God; that it is the other 
fellow who needs to agonize in 
prayer for lost souls; that it is the 
other fellow who needs to bring 
his car full of folks to these meet- 
ings while they themselves just 
sit aside as a sort of special class 
to look on; if the real people in- 
volved in this meeting feel that 
it is the other fellow who needs 
revival in heart and life but that 
they themselves are so without 
fault that they do not need it; 
that they are all that God wants 
them to be in prayer, soul winning, 
and purity of life—I say, if that. 
is the attitude of the real folks 
involved here then we might as 
well take down the sign and fold 
up the tent. 

God says, “If my people, which 
are called by my name, shall 
humble themselves, and pray, and 
seek my face, and turn from their 
wicked ways; THEN will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive their 
sin, and will heal their land’ (II 
Chron. 7:14). There isn’t a pro- 
fessing Christian alive who does 
not need a revival in his heart 
at almost any time. Self-righteous- 
ness is the greatest barrier to the 
working of the Spirit of God in 
the Christian’s heart and life.

IT asked, “Will you? By all 
means, tell me.”

I said, “Thank you, sir.” 

_ I took a couple of deacons and 
we went to that trustee and tied 
4o--many firecrackers on his coat- 
Rail that he didn’t want to «sit 
own to his meals for a month! 
After he got straightened out be- 
fore all the people, we had a grand 
time winning souls. But no one 
hiad any confidence in the work 
60.long.as that situation was per- 
mxtted- to continue. God pity the 
&chans when they stand at last 
before God face to face with the 
way their sinful living hindered 
the cause of Christ and the win- 
ping.of souls. 

God says, “He that covereth his 
#ins shall not prosper: but whoso 
confesseth and forsaketh them 
shall have mercy” (Prov. 28:13).

The old Devil is more concerned 
about this campaign than a lot of 
church members. He wants to 
Kill it. He has been at it already. 
But no revival can be killed from 
the outside. When revivals fail, it 
fis always an inside job. When a 
people are united in the Spirit of 
Christ they are invincible. But the 
Devil watches for a breach in the 
wall. He looks for someone to 
help him. He looks for some dis- 
@euntied. church officer, or deacon, 
Sunday School teacher, or. some 
worldly member who has gotten 


iis toes stepped on, to start find- 
ang fault. Someone who will criti- 
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cize the evangelist, the song lead- 
er, or the pastor, or the methods 
used is the one the Devil is look- 
ing for. The Devil needs someone 
whom he can use as a club to 
beat down Jesus Christ. He will 
use you, church members, if you 
will let him. You dare not oppose 
God; you dare not pull back; you 
cannot be neutral in this battle. 
The Devil hunted hard to find a 
way to betray Jesus. Finally, he 
found Judas, played on his love 
for money and got Judas to find- 
ing fault. At last he worked him 


up to give the betrayal kiss. You: 


had better have an atom bomb 
go off in your face rather than 
to betray Jesus. 


When revivals fail, someone is 
to blame. How often I have seen 
Satan’s work in revivals. How 
often I have seen a pastor work 
for years to build up toward a har- 
vest of souls. He engages an evan- 
gelist to help him. He appoints 
his committees, and the meeting 
starts. A day or so after it starts, 
a knock comes to his door. The 
pastor opens it and Says, 
good morning, Mrs. Sassafras. 
What brings you here?” 

With haughty indignation she 
stamps her foot and says, “Pastor, 
you made me chairman of that 
entertainment committee. They 
are all saying that I am making 
a mess of things and so I am 
through. You can have your old 
committee.” 


Out she goes and slams the anode 
In a few minutes another knock 
comes to the door. The pastor 
opens it. ‘Good morning, Broth- 
er Grundy. How are you?” 

Grundy steps in and _ says, 
“Pastor, you made me chairman 
of the transportation committee. 
The fellows are saying that I am 
sending the cars to the wrong 
places, and making a mess of it 
all. I am through. Let them run 
it.” 

The door slams. ‘The pastor 
comes back and leans his face on 
his desk and cries, “O God, I just 
can’t go on. My heart is broken. 
I thought they were all with me. 
I am a failure.” And I have seen 
preachers driven from their pulpits 
and from their work just like that. 
When revivals fail, someone is to 
blame. The Spirit of God cannot 
bring revival when there is dis- 
sension. 

During a series of meetings in 
Iowa, we were having hard sled- 
ding. Coldness was all around. No 
responses could be found at all. 
After two weeks of this, on Sun- 
day morning the pastor, under 
tremendous strain, arose and slow- 
ly said, “People,-I am a failure. I 
have worked for three years to 
bring about revival_in this com- 
munity. I have failed. I must be a 
mistake in the ministry. I am re- 
signing as pastor this morning. I 
don’t want to stand in God’s way 
here.”” The audience was astound- 
ed. They all liked him. Just then, 
a man on the right side arose 
and said, “Pastor, I am not sur- 
prised that there is no revival 
here the way Brother Cook and 
I have been treating each other 
It is no wonder there is no re- 
vival.” They belonged to different 
political parties, and had allowed 
it to enter the church. The con- 
gregation had gradually taken 
sides. The church was in a tragic 
state. His name was Williams, He 
walked across the church to 
Cook’s seat. Cook had an injured 
foot and could not walk. He 
stepped up to Cook and said, 
“George, I am ashamed of the 
things I have said about you. They 
were false. I am sorry and want 
you to forgive me. Will you do 
it?’ With that, Cook stood up and 
said, ‘Howard, you're a _ better 
man than I. You came to me. I 
wasn't man enough to go to you. 
I apologize for all I have said. 
Forgive me.” They stood there 
swaying in each other’s arms with 
tears, as the aisle filled with 
pedple streaming to the front. 
Then we had: revival. And what 
a revival that was. When revivals 
fail, someone is to blame.

Is to Pray for a Passion 
for Souls 
The church was never colder or 
more formal than it is today. The 
average Christian has no more 
concern for lost souls than a fish 


“Why,. 


cares about the weather. So many 
are satisfied to attend church 
week after week without so much 
as a thought for the fellow outside 
facing eternity without hope, with- 
out God. 


Believe me, when Christians 
are ready for revival, they show 
it in their prayers. Psalm 126:5 
and 6 say, “They that sow in tears 
shall reap in joy. He that goeth 
forth and weepeth, bearing pre- 
cious seed, shall doubtless come 
again with rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him.” These nice 
little well-worded prayers with 
their smooth phrases will give 
way to sentences broken wth sobs 
and tears. Recitations will give 
way to pleadings. “The broken and 
contrite heart God will not des- 
pise.’ 

In a western Pennsylvania cam- 
paign we were having fine crowds 
but no decisions for Christ. Dur- 
ing the pre-prayer service each 
night two men of the church would 
occupy all the time with their 
prayers. Others never got a 
chance. They would pray the 
wordiest prayers you ever heard. 
They would pray for the salva- 
tion of Africa, India, China, and 
the isles of the sea. Finally, they 
would get around to America, 
and at last their home town. I was 
sick at heart. After about ten 
days of this, I entered the prayer 
room one evening, and what a 
change I found! One of these long- 
winded chaps was praying and 
weeping. You should have heafd 
him as he said, “O Lord, I have 
been praying for the ends of the 
earth, but it is my own boy that 
is lost. I asked him to come to the 
meeting tonight, and he swore 
and said he wouldn't be caught at 
my church with a bunch of hypo- 
crites if they were all like me. He 
said he wasn’t what he ought to be, 
but he was no hypocrite. Lord, he 
has known me ever since You laid 
him in my arms as a baby seven- 
teen years ago. He is turning away 
from Christ because of the way I 
have lived before him. O God, 
have mercy on me.” 


That night when I gave the in- 
vitation he was first at the altar. 
After the service he went home 
and awakened his boy; and as. he 
sat there on the edge of his bed 
he asked forgiveness for the fail- 
ure he had been as a father. His 
wife was sitting at the dining- 
room table. He knelt beside her 
and asked her to forgive him for 
his nasty temper, for his incon- 
sideration toward her, and for his 
stinginess with his money in mak- 
ing her ask for every dollar she 
ever got. The following Sunday 
night that seventeen-year-old boy 
walked down the aisle at the in- 
vitation, his father beside him, and 
accepted Christ. He said to me, 
“Our home is like Heaven now.” 
How that man’s prayer life chang- 
ed when he got revived § and 
cleansed in his heart! 

The prayer of every sincere 
heart here should be, “O God, 
give me a passion for souls. Give 
me a broken heart for lost men. 
We need a passion for souls more 
than we need stone churches, 
chimes in the’ tower, eloquent 
preachers, fine choirs, good busi- 
ness, or new automobiles. These 
things will pass away, but the 
soul-passioned heart reaps its 
precious harvest. throughout eter- 
nity. 

Anyone who attempts to be a 
soul winner without a _ broken 
heart will soon give up, a failure. 
The wife with an unsaved husband 
but who does not have a broken 
heart over him will not win him 
for Christ. The mother or dad 
whose pillow is not wet with tears 
over the lost boy will not likely 
walk the streets of gold with him. 
God says that if you expect to 
reap in joy, you must sow in tears. 

In southern Ohio during a meet- 
ing there an earnest Christian 
farmer had a nineteen-year-old son 
who was rebellious toward any- 
thing Christian. He refused to 
attend the meetings. His father 
pled with him without ‘avail. He 
lost his appetite and grew wor- 
ried and thin. One afternoon a 
neighbor heard a man’s voice in 
a corn field. He found the boy’s 
father on his knees praying, “O 
God, I just can’t go on like this. 
Don’t let my Benny go on in sin. 


when his wife went out to help 
him milk she found him in a hole 
in the hay up in the mow, .and 
there he was praying for Benny. 
That night when she awoke at 


midnight her husband was not in 


bed. She dressed and went out 
and found him on his knees near 
the barn praying, “O God, wher- 
ever my Benny is, bring him back 
and save him.” She put him to 
bed. But about two am. there 
was a racket at the front door. 
In came Benny shouting “O dad, 
I’m slipping into Hell. Pray for 
me. Pray for me, I’m afraid I’ve 
gone too far. Oh, help me!’ Benny 
was saved that night. The revival 
swept on like prairie fire. But it 
all started in that one father’s 
broken heart. And when this re- 
vival starts, it will start in the 
broken heart of some wife and 
mother, or sweet sister who can- 
not sleep or rest with loved ones 
lost. 


Scores of fathers and mothers 
lay awake about their health, 
their investments, and a lot of 
other things; with little thought 
for the children’s souls who may 
be out in the dark night while 
some lecherous character is drag- 
ging them down to Hell. Many 
farmers take better care of their 
hogs than they do of their boys. 


Not far from my home there is a}; 


farmer who takes all the blue 
ribbons at the fairs with his Po- 
land-China hogs, He has two boys 
who are riding a high road to 


-Hell and he seems not to care at 


all. He raises blue ribbon hogs be- 
cause he pays attention to his 
hogs, but his boys are going to 
Hell because he lets them go. 
What many parents need is a pas- 
sion for souls till they cannot 
sleep! 

On my last trip to Philadelphia, 
I saw a report in’ the paper on 
Monday morning that told of a 
young father, who, on the day 
before, had been sent out along 
Wissihickon Creek with their little 
two-year-old baby boy, for a little 
sunshine and air. The father was 
soon asleep, leaving the little fel- 
low to play. He awoke with people 
shouting in his ears. They came 
carrying a little form with arms 
and curls hanging down and drip- 
ping with blood. They said, “Is 
this your little boy, Mister? If so, 
you had better do something with 
him for he just fell over the rocks 
along the creek and -broke his 
neck or something.” He leaped to 
his feet, grasped the laddie in his 
arms and with hot tears streaming 
down his cheeks stumbled into his 
house crying, “O Mother, I’m not 
fit to be trusted with our little 
boy! I went to sleep and let him 
fall over the rocks to his death.” 


Listen, Christian, how many 
souls have slipped over the preci- 
pice of death into Hell while you 
have been a sleep in pleasure, 
carelessness, money-getting or 
sports? Man, woman, father, 
mother, do you believe in sin, 
death, judgment and Hell? Do you 
believe in the Bible? If so, how 
can you go on with “business as 
usual” while eternal death stalks 
your unsaved loved ones’ and 
friends with every heartbeat they 
have? Christian, do you really 
care whether souls go to Hell or 
not? How have you been showing 
it? Who have you won to Christ? 
If you really care, and will really 
try, God will give you souls. 

In a recent meeting a white- 
haired lady was faithfully attend- 
ing. She was one of those rare 
souls who grow more beautiful as 
they grow older. Her hair was 
white as snow. She had a son 
working outside of town in a bank. 
He was unsaved. Many were ac- 
cepting Christ. There were about 
ninety-three who accepted Christ 
in that meeting as I recall. Most 
of them were between twenty and 
forty years of age. She thought of 
her boy. She sent for him. He had 
been educated in an infidel col- 
lege and had no use for the Gospel. 
He assumed a lofty attitude of 
superior philosophy of life. He 
sat there night after night listen- 
ing with arms crossed, and un- 
moved. The last night came. The 
young men had prayed for him, 
pled with him. All was to no avail. 
The meeting was over. Everyone 
seemed happy and came to say 
good-bye. But she stood over by 
a window alone, too hurt for tears. 
After all had left me, she came 
over and said, “Brother. Miller, 
my heart is broken. Why did my 
boy have. to harden his. heart 
against Jesus like that? Why 
couldn’t he have been among those 
who came? I tell you the truth, 
if I could lie right down here and 
die, knowing that over my dead 
body my darling boy would give 
his heart to Christ, oh, Brother 
Miller, I could die so happy.” 


Three weeks later in another 
meeting nearby he did accept 
Christ.

Do you feel that you 
should renew yourself in Christ 
before attempting it? xe
